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SCHWEIKER ASKS REOPENING 
OF JFK KILLING PROBE 



WASHINGTON- - September 8--Citing a false sworn statement by 
late FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, U.S. Senator Richard S. Schweiker 
(R-Pa.) today asked the Senate to re-open the investigation of the 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy. 

The investigation would be conducted by the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence Activities, on which Schweiker serves, 
and would focus initially on the role of U.S. intelligence agencies 
in investigating the assassination for the Warren Commission. 
Schweiker said the intelligence committee has the expertise and 
manpower to conduct a "vigorous and meticulous" inquiry. 

"Recent disclosures have devastated the credibility of the 
Warren Commission Report," Schweiker said. "We now have evidence 
the Commission 1 s primary investigative arm -- the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation -- destroyed and suppressed evidence. And there 
are indications the FBI may have influenced witnesses to 
deliberately mislead the Warren Commission," he said. 

Schweiker said, "Previously classified documents dramatically 
demonstrate the frustration and resignation of Commission members 
who felt they couldn't get the truth from the FBI." He referred 
to a transcript (attachment A) of a previously TOP SECRET Warren 
Commission session in which Commission member Allen Dulles 
acknowledged that FBI Director Hoover might lie to the Warren 
Commission about FBI links with Lee Harvey Oswald, even if asked 
by the President to answer truthfully. 

Schweiker also pointed to a previously classified Warren 
Commission transcript (attachment B) in which three Commission 
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members agreed the FBI refused to investigate evidence of a 
conspiracy because of its own preconceived conclusion that 
Oswald acted alone. 

"No wonder sixty percent of the American people doubt the 
Warren Commission's findings," Schweiker said. "The Commission 
members themselves doubted they were getting the whole story, 
and the FBI participated in what can only be called a coverup." 

Schweiker cited the recent admission by current FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley that Oswald visited the Dallas FBI office in 
November and agents there destroyed a letter in which Oswald 
threatened the FBI. The letter was received several days before 
the Kennedy shooting and destroyed sometime after it. This was never 
revealed to the Warren Commission. 

Schweiker said this new admission proves false Hoover's sworn 
statement to the Warren Commission (attachment C) which limited 
to three specific dates the number of FBI contacts with Oswald 
prior to the assassination. 

Schweiker said the following factors also underscore the 
inadequacy of the original investigation: 

--the fact that only two Texas FBI agents and no CIA agents 
testified before the Warren Commission -- this despite persistent 
rumors at the time of intelligence community connections with 
Oswald and his killer, Jack Ruby. There were an estimated 50 FBI 
agents stationed in Dallas alone at the time of the assassination. 

--the failure of the Warren Commission to follow up on former 
Dallas Police Chief Jesse Curry's report (attachment D) that he 
suppressed evidence for five months following the assassination 
at the direct request of the FBI. Curry now says the high FBI 
official making the suppression request was acting on personal 
orders from Hoover. The evidence in question indicated that the 
FBI had prior knowledge that Oswald could be a threat to Kennedy, 
--the failure of former CIA Director Dulles to inform the 
Commission of U.S. attempts on the life of Cuban Premier Fidel 
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Castro, and Castro* s subsequent threats to retaliate against 
"United States leaders" (attachment E) . Schweiker said, "Since 
this was one of several possible motives for the assassination, 
it should have been explored.'* t 

Schweiker said he finds it ."intriguing" that of the 152 
Warren Commission documents which remain classified, 130 relate 
to U.S, intelligence agencies -- 107 FBI, 23 CIA (attachment F) . 

** I f Oswald was indeed a madman acting alone, what justification 
is there for keeping these documents classified 75 years after the 
assassination?" Schweiker asked. "The most probable explanation 
is that they link Oswald, or Ruby, or both, to U.S. intelligence 
agencies . «» 

The Schweiker resolution (attachment G) will specifically 
empower the Senate CIA committee to review all the Warren

J. Edgax* Hoover, Director, Fcdoral Buroau of 
Investigation, Department of Justice, boing first duly 
sworn, doposos and says: 

That ho has caused a search to bo made of the records 
of tho Fedoral Buroau of Investigation, United Statos Department 
. of Justico, by employees of tho said Fodcral Buroau of Investi- 
gation acting under his direction, and that eaid search disclosos 
that Leo Harvey Oswald was never an informant of the FBI, was 
never assignod a symbol number in that capacity, and was novor * 
paid any amount of money by the FBI xu any regard. 

Such a statement can be mado authoritatively and 
without oquivocation because of the closo supervision FBI 
headquarters affords its security informant program and 
becauso of tho safeguards established to Insuro against any 
abuse or misuse of the program. 

FBI field offices cannot px*occcd to develop anyono 
as a security informant without authorization from FBI % 

hoadquarters. An informant is assigned a pornanont symbol 
number and code namo to afford him security. Tbo informant 
never knows the symbol number assigned to him. It Is a 
number permanently assigned to him, and tho sane nunbex* cannot 
oo -used again by the field office under any circumstances for 
•any other individual. The individual also is given a 
fictitious or cover name by tho field offico which he, of 
course, is made awaro of, and ho affixos it to his communications 
with tho offico. Evory symbol nuubor and codo name is indexed 
at FBI headquarters. 

If the services of an informant warx*ant paymoat on 
a regular basis, the field offices must also obtain 
authorization from FBI hoadquarters to make such paynonts. 

Spocial Agents in Charge (SACs) of FBI fiold offices 
are authorized to mako paymonts to individuals not utilized on 
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a rogular taels as informants, but boro too FBI hoadquartors 
controls this by limiting tho amount an SAC can pay to any ono 
individual in thlc catogory. FBI hoadquartors maintains control 
o£ such payments since thay must bo accountod for by tho fiold 
oXXicos at tho ond of oach r.;onth through tho submission of a 
dotailod accounting to hoadquar ter 5 . 

Had any of tho FBI fiold officos nado payments to 
too Ilarvoy Oswald under tho SACa authority, theso would have 
been shown in tho receipts and vouchors submitted by each offico, 
Vheso records havo boon chocked and no such paymont was over r.ado, 
Had Oswald boon assigned a symbol number, this would bo a nattor • 
of record not only by numbor but also by nawo. As a matter of 
fact, tho FBI can identify every symbol number usod, past or 
present. Oswald could not havo been assignod such a syrabol 
..unbor without approval by FBI hoadquartors. Thoro is no 
record of any such roquost by any fiold offico and no rocord 
of any such approval. 



Tho only contacts FBI Agents had with Oswald prior 
to tho assassination of President Kennedy involvod threo 
interviews FBI Agonts had with him. Tho first was on Juno 26, 

1002, at Fort Worth, Toxas, shortly aftor his roturn homo from 
tho Soviet Uulon. Tho purpose was to assoss tho possibility 
of his having boon given intelligence assignments by tho Soviets. 
Tho second, on August 16, 1932, was iu tho sarao connection. 

Tho third was at his specific request on August 10, 1903, 
following his arrest in Kew Orleans tho procoding day on a 
chargo of disturbing tho peaco and creating a scono. At that 
tino, he described soir.o of his activities in connoction with 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committco, tho pro-Castro organization. 

Oswald was again interviewed by FBI Agonts at the 
Dallas Polico Department following his arrost after tho 
assassination of tho President. This intorviow was aimed at 
elici-.lng any admissions ho might uako in connection with tho 
assassination, as well as to obtain any information ho might 
havo boon able to furnish of a security nature. 

FBI headquarters has obtainod affidavits from overy 
Special Agent who was in contact with Oswald, as woll as affidavits 
from thoir rospoctivo SACs. Those affidavits show that nono of 
thoso FBI Agonts dovolopcd Oswald as an informant. 

Mr. Honry Li. Waco, a former Soocial Agent of tho FBI 
and currently the District Attorney of Dallas County, Texas, . 
reportedly tostifiod previously to tho Commission that. he had 
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hoard that Loo Ilarvoy Oswald was an 731 Informant with tho 
symbol number "179" and was being paid $200 monthly. As tho 
facts dearly show, this is not truo. 

Furthormoro , tho facts refuto Mr. Wado's roportod 
Gtatowont to tho Commission that thoro is no rocord maintained 
in the FBI of informant funds oxpondod or tho purposes for 
which usod by tho FBI omployoo to whoa thoy woro furnishod. 

Mr. Wado roportodly stated that ho had worked in 
tho FBI 's Spocial Intolligonco Sorvico (SIS) and that ho was 
supplied from time to tiwo with various sums of monoy for which 
ho did not havo to account and for which ho‘ did not havo to obtain 
any rocoipts from tho porcona to whom ho disbursed the monoy. 

Tho emergency conditions that prevailed during Y/orld 
Y/ar II when tho FBI conducted its SIS program did not pormit the 
tight supervision that provails currontly in tho FBI's informant 
operations. But this is truo only in rogard to tho fact that 
SIS men necessarily woro giver, tho latitude to dovolop and pay 
informants on tho spot without prior approval from FBI head- 
quarters. Nevertheless, SIS men operatod under a control system 
and adherod to it by advising FBI hoadquartors of payments nado 
and tho identity of tho individuals paid. Such paymonts were 
supportod by receipts in nearly evory instanco. 

Llr. YVado , for cxamplo, ontcred on duty with tho FBI 
on December 4, 1939. On July 6, 1942, ho was advanced tho sum 
of $1,075 in connoction with an SIS assignment. This was for 
subsistence and travol in connection with his assignnont in 
Ecuador as well as to provide him with sono money with which to 
establish himself. His passage from Now Orleans to Guayaquil, 
Ecuador, cost over $300 alone. In addition, ho was roquirod to 
make full restitution of the total amount which had boon advanced 
him and subsequently did so. A.ll of hie expenditures of tho total 
amount furnishod him wero substantiated by vouchers he submitted. 

Mr. Y/ado arrived in Ecuador on August 16, 1942. Ho 
operated in an undorcover capacity with a symbol number, 
specifically Numbor 345, and used the code name "James" in 
signing communications. Within Ecuador, ho was reforred to as 
Confidential Informant Numbor 6. 

Although la an undercover capacity, Mr. Wade was 
required to submit vouchers twice monthly through tho Legal 
Attache's Office in Quito, Ecuador. They wore reviewed there 
and forwardod to FBI headquarters where they woro checked prior 
to approval and tho. transmittal of funds to Mr. Yfado's account. 
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Following is a reproduction of then Dallas police chief Jesse Curry’s letter to Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren explaining Curry’s role in the coverup of Lt. Jack Revill’s statement that FBI agent James Host y 
told him the FBI had information that Lee Harvey Oswald was capable of assassinating President John 
F. Kennedy.,

In a letter to mo dated May 21, 1 So4 , Mr. J. Lee Rankin, General 
Counsel of the President’s Commission on the Assassination of 
President Kennedy, raised several points concerning Lieutenant Jack 
Revlll's report of November 22, 1 S^3 » on his conversation with F31 
Agent James Hosty on that dnte.

Within a few minutes of my statement to the press, l received a tele- 
phone call from Mr. Gordon Shank) In, Special Agent in charge of the 
Dallas Office of the FBI, i r. which Mr. Shanklin stated that the 

Bureau v/as extremely desirous that I retract my statement to the pr.ess. 

I then appeared before the >ress again, and retracted my statement to 
this extant: I stated that “of my own personal knowledge 11 1 did not 

know that the FBI knew of Oswald* s presence in Dallas, and that If they 

did they were under no obligation to the Dallas Police Department to 
pass on the Information *, J 



After the appointment ofrthe Warren Commission, l was reasonably sura 
1 would appear before that tody, so 1 decided to present the report, 
personally., at the time df my appearance, 1 felt that the Commission 
would probably 1 Ike for the statement to be notarized, so 1 had this 
done on April 7» 1984, 



Mr. Rankin’s next question concerned the date that the report was placed 
In the Intel 1 Igence. Unit's files, I Instructed Lieutonanc Revlll to keep 
this report confidential.- Ha said that after his copy was returned to 
him, he kept It locked In hi -3 desk drawer until after 1 returned from 
Washington where 1 delivered tha report to the Commission, Ha then 
placed his report in the fllo$. 



Mr, Rankin further asked If I knew of any additional Information In tha 
possession of the Dallas Police Cepartmcnt that had not been made avail- 
able to the Commission. 1 know of no such Information.

RESOLUTION 

Relating to an investigation of the death of former President John F. Kennedy. 

(Insert title of resolution here) 

Resolved , That (a) from funds available for investigation of intelligence 
activities by the Senate Select Committee to Study Governmental Operations with respect 
to Intelligence Activities (hereinafter referred to as the "Select Committee"), the 
Select Committee shall fully investigate matters relating to the death of former 
President John F. Kennedy, including the extent, if any, to which Lee Harvey Oswald or 
Jack Ruby was involved in, or the subject of, activities of United States intelligence 
agencies, and the extent to which United States intelligence agencies effectively gathered, 
analyzed, and disclosed to the President's Commission on the Assassination of President 
Kennedy all information requested by, or relevant to, such Commission and the duties 
with which it was charged. 

(b) (1) In conducting such investigation the Select Committee is authorized to 
have access to any information in the National Archives or elsewhere which relates to the 
death of former President John F. Kennedy. 

(2) In carrying out the investigation required under this resolution, the Select 
Committee is authorized to exercise all powers granted to it under Senate Resolution 21, 
Ninety Fourth Congress, agreed to January 27, 1975, as amended. 

Sec. 2. The Select Committee shall make a final report to the Senate, stating the 
results of its investigation and findings under this resolution at the earliest practicable 



date.
